Some people ere expressing the opin¬ 
ion that tbe campaign carried oo Id 
Summit end met; other placee (or the 
peet two years age lost tbe mosquito 
peet bee proved unsuccessful, end that 
tbe use of oil on ponds, etc., has only 
resulted la driving tbe "ringed torturers 
from tbelr natural abiding placee Into 
our bouses. Borne people even go so 
tar as to say that tbe mosquitoes thrive 
on oil, and grow fat thereon, Tbe facts 
seem to be as follows, as least so far as 
Summit Is concerned: Tbe Town Im¬ 
provement Association procured a large 
number of tbe local peet this spring and 
submitted them to tbe United States 
Entomologist at Washington; and, aa 
reported by tbe Association In a recent 
communication to tbe Common Council, 
tbe authorities have found that all these 
mosquitoes are what are known as tbe 
“cesspool” variety, and not such as 
breed In ponds or stagnant water In tbe 
woods. This would seem to strongly 
fortify tbs contention tbat tbe use of 
oil on ponds, etc., haw been successful 
In destroying tbe Insects tbat formerly 
bred there, and all tbat we have to con¬ 
tend with now Is tbs variety that breeds 
In >be vicinity of our bouses, particu¬ 
larly Ill (*MpooU If this Is so, all 
*ft0 u *^*btders who are still obliged to use 
cesspools should see to It that a cupful 
or so of kerosene Is poured on them 
^rgtsry two weeks; and when tbe use o{ a 
ossspool Is no longer necessary, It should 
be Ulsd up aod this fertile eouroe of 
breeding destroyed. On tbs other band, 
tbs fact tbat mosquitoes have been mors 
prevalent during lbs pest two yssrs than 
ever before, bee resulted In an apparent¬ 
ly strong argument against tbe oil cam- 
pelf n; still, tbe Increased number of 
Insects seems to exist In localities where 
oil has been ueed, aod, Indeed, seems to 
be the result of a widespread visitation. 
, In any event, tbe Indications seem to 
bear out tbs cocteuMon that oil is ef¬ 
fective, and householders should give It 
a thorough teat on tbelr cesspools, un¬ 
used wells, clsterbs, etc .—Summit Her - 
aid.

Bin: Tbs Kav. Elbert Clement, a 
former pastor of lbs Wetaesslng M. E. 
Ctiurob, and now pastor of tbs Nutiey 
Methodist Church, receotly preached a 
•«-raioo oo tbs lotsresttog subject of 
" Tbe Oraotlug of Be loon Licenses by 
Governing Bodies.” Nutiey is governed 
by tbe town act, tbe same as tbla town, 
and tbe rules aod regulations under 
wblob saloon licenses are granted are 
the same as those In vogue bore, and tbs 
clergyman's remarks apply to tbs 
situation bars as well as lo Nutiey. 

Tbe clergyman's text was “ Wjs to 
them that decree unrighteous de¬ 
crees." Tbs pastor declared tbat It 
was a good thing to bo Intrusted with 
tbe powers of government by tbe people 
and to use It for tbelr bsoeBt. It 
should, be said, never be forgottso by 
tboaa who govern tbat they are account¬ 
able to one who 4s higher than tbe 
blgbeat. Continuing, Mr. Clement said : 

" Tbe time la near when tbe Town 
Council will consider tbe question of 
licensing saloons. Tbe pressure for 
saloons will be strong. In tbla discus¬ 
sion ws will assume tbat our Council- 
men are high minded, with tbe Interests 
of tbe town at heart, and mean to do 
tbelr duty. We wish to help them. 

“ Our position la tbat tbe number of 
saloons should not be Increased and 
should .e diminished as far as possible, 
even to extermination. Tbe line of 
thought la : Tbs saloon lo relation to 
tbs g'soeral public, to tbs church aod 
to lbs Council, and tbe relation of tbs 
Oouncll to tbe public. 

“ Tbe saloon Is a place of business 
for tbe sale of lutoxleallug liquors to 
those who wish tbelr Intoxicating 
eflects. Tbs effect la bad upon tbe 
body, reducing Its strength for work 
>nd tbs power to resist disease, aod 
Indus ng dangerous diseases. It Injures 
tbe brain and weakeue tbe mind, mak 
tog it confused, uncertain and unreliable 
In so) loo. It perverts tbe sensibilities 
and affections, degrades tbe bablts Into 
coarseness and (mlnese, making tbs 
man disagreeable and terrible to family 
and friends, and often a public nuls- 
anos. Tbe saloon la tbs oblsf factor In 
political corruption, and la tbs greatest 
danger to American prospects. Not all 
who frequent saloons are disreputable. 
Some are men of position, but all tbs 
bed and dangerous use tbs saloon and 
often make it tbe plaoe or conspiracy 
sgalost law and order, It if tbe fillet 
Source of supply for poorhotuee, pris¬ 
ons aod hospitals, and la tbs oblsf 
occasion fot fear fot property, honor aod 
Ilfs. 

"its relation to tbs ohureh Is tbat 
at iit —i unmrtanrirS li'm snailir. its 
tendency Is to undo nil tbs work of tbs 
oh arcb. Tbs relation of tbs aalooe to 
the Town Council In Ibis : There can 
be no saloon without tbe will of tbe 
Council. Now, wbat is tbs relation of 
tbs Council to tbs public? Its members 
are elected by tbs voters, aod are 
responsible to tbs public. They have 
no other concern than tbe welfare of tbe 
public. Uign-mluded and proper men 
III regard nothing else. Tbe saloon 
people and their supporters are not tbe 
publlo. Tbey are In tbe minority, and 
If they were not—If tbey were In tbe 
majority—they should be denied. For 
It is s fallacy to say tbat tbe majority 
should rule always. When tbe majority 
orders an immorality or treason It must 
be resisted unto tbe Iasi extremity. 
Majorities carried tbe Southern States 
Into secession. It Nutiey should vote 
unanimously to secede from New 
Jersey, or to rob the banks lo Newark, 
It would soon be taught Its error.
